W a s h in g t o n , April 20th.—The special 
committee of the House to inquire into the 
labor difficulties in the Southwest held its 
first public session to-day. The committee 
consists of ex-Governor Curtin, Chairman, 
and Messrs. liurnes of Missouri, Crain of 
Texas, Onthwaite and Parker of New York, 
and Uuchanan of New Jersey. 
Ail the 
members were present except’Stewart, ab­ 
sent by leave ot the House. Among tlie 
persons in attendance w ere: As representa­ 
tives of the K. of I.., Powderly, Hayes and 
McDowell, members of Executive Board, 
and Frederick Turner, Secretary ; as repre­ 
sentatives of the railroad interests. Wager 
Swayne, counsel, and representatives of the 
W omen’s League of America, Mrs. Char­ 
lotte Smith and three other ladies. 
A 
corps of stenographers on hand will make 
a full report of the proceedings for the 
railroad companies. 
Powderly was the 
first witness. The Chairman addressing 
him said : ” You understand that this com­ 
mittee is raised by the House of Represent­ 
atives for tlie purpose. if possible, of get­ 
ting down to tiie reasons for the unrest and 
disturbance which now exists in the coun­ 
try, especially as to the conflicts between 
labor and capital and employer ami em­ 
ployes. This committee is fully sensible 
i f the course you have taken in your pre­ 
vious lite, and of your disposition to recon­ 
cile the unrest of the people. Therefore 
wc call you as the first witness. Be pleased 
now to state to the committee, in your own 
language, your impressions as to this m at­ 
ter.” 
The examination of Powderly was 
extended, going over tlie history of ihe re­ 
cent strike troubles, 
it was quite interest­ 
ing, but presenting nothing new or rem ark­ 
able.

ADVA NCE IN PA SSEN G ER A N D F R E IG H T RATES. 
C h icago, April 20th.—-There were several 
moves of more or less importance in trans­ 
continental matters to-day. 
A circular was 
issued by the Union Pacific and Burling­ 
ton and Missouri River Railways, advanc­ 
ing fares from the Missouri river to San 
Francisco as follows: First-class, unlim ­ 
ited, $00 ; first-class, limited, $730, with a 
rebate of $16 50; second-class, $20, with a 
rebate of $11; round trip, good for ninety 
days, $54. A rather unexpected develop­ 
m ent in freight affairs came in a notifica­ 
tion by the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fe road to the Burlington, Alton, Rock 
Island and other roads, that it was out of 
the m arket for California business, except 
at full rates. This is said by the Atchison 
officials not to be a step towards restora­ 
tion, but is the outcome of the fact that 
the road is overrun with more business 
than it can handle. 
K x-P resid cn t A rth u r’s H eal;h . 
New Y ork, April 
20th.—General Ar­ 
thur’s friends have felt renewed anxiety 
about him thq last few days. 
It having 
been stated that he was becoming worse 
rapidly, his physician, Dr. Peters, was 
asked last night if he could possibly re­ 
cover from the attack of Bright's disease 
from which he is suffering. “ Bright’s dis­ 
ease is not incurable,” said the doctor, “but 
I do not propose to furnish the public with 
a daily diagnosis of his case. 
1 belfeve the 
facts Í learn in his sick-room about his con­ 
dition to be strictly confidential. They are 
none of the public’s business. His own 
friends can learn how he is by inquiring in 
the proper way. 
It is not sympathy, but 
curiosity, which impels tlie public. 
W hat 
do they care for General A rthur ? I have 
always been angry and disgusted at the 
bulletins issued in the cases of Grant and 
Garfield. They were unprofessional; they 
seemed like advertisements of the doctors. 
If I were to print every day what I thought 
about General A rthur's case, I might do 
him great injury. He reads the papers, and 
cannot help being affected by w hat lie sees 
regarding himself. As 1 said before, the 
newspapers can kill him , and I do wish 
they would drop the subject.” 
Dr. Peters denied emphatically the re­ 
port that General A rthur was dying, and 
that his personal friends had been sum ­ 
moned to his bedside. 
H e said there was 
not a particle ol truth in it. 
One of A rthur’s most intim ate friends 
said last n ig h t: “ General A rthur is iu a 
very critical condition. 
I do not expect 
ever to see him alive again, nor do his other 
personal friends. It has been at the request 
of his family that his condition has been 
withheld from the public. 
Dr. Peters is 
acting under strict orders. 
I think the pol­ 
icy of the family has been a very unwise 
one.” 
G rand Array o f N ew York State. 
N ew 5 ork, April 20th.—Great prepara­ 
tions are being made fot the encampment 
of the Grand Array of the liepublic of this 
State, which will be held here to-morrow 
and Thursday. The out-of-town delegates 
will be tendered a reception and welcome 
at the Academy of Music at noon to-mor­ 
row. 
In the afternoon the encampment 
will be begun at Tam m any Hall and con­ 
tinue until Thursday evening. 
Serious Charge Against a School Commis­ 
sioner. 
N ew Y ork, April 20tb.—Maggie Bess, a 
girl of 16, yesterday accused School Com­ 
missioner Tarasen, a wealthy merchant, 
before the Charity Commissioner, of being 
the father of her child. She was a servant 
in Tamsen's house. 
Traffic in Canadian Girls. 
T roy, April 20th.—The statem ent tele­ 
graphed from Quel>ec that French-Canadian 
girls are regularly sent to cities in the 
Lnited States for im moral purposes is con­ 
firmed by an investigation made here. 
It 
appears that a regular traffic in these girls 
is kept up between the keepers of immoral 
houses here and persons in Montreal. To­ 


day a delegation of French-Canadian resi­ 
dents called 011 the Mayor and requested j 
him to take steps to break up the practice. 1 
Members of the delegation stated that ¡ 
many girls had recently been induced to I 
leave Montreal and go to different cities of 1 
the United Stales and become inmates of 
disorderly houses. The Mayor advised the | 
delegation to present tlie case to the Police I 
Board, which will be done. 
A “ H orse Educator.** 
New Y ork, April 20th.—The Times says: 
Cosmopolitan Hall was transformed into 
the liveliest sort of a hippodrome lust even­ 
ing. Rarey’s brute force in breaking horses 
and the somewhat sim ilar method of H am ­ 
ilton & Rockwell, though more humane, 
ami YVagner's crude attempts, were eclipsed 
in the work ot one Gleason, who styles 
him self a " horse educator. ’ 
A magnifi­ 
cent English stallion, fifteen hands high, 
whose owner said 11 0 one ever yet had been 
able to m ount his back, was led in loose 
without harness and bridle. 
Gleason eu- 
tered the pen with a whip. The horse 
looked surprised at the visitor and at­ 
tempted to bite and kick him , but both ef­ 
forts failed, and the whip snapped sharply 
about the hind legsof theanim al. Gleason 
stood firmly on his feet, and repeatedly 
said “ Come here.” 
W hen the animal 
moved toward him , all was w ell; if he 
turned away, crack went the whalebone, 
an 1 the stallion’s feet shot into the air, only 
to get a couple more cuts. The butt of the 
whip went toward his nose when the horse 
behaved; 
the lash flew when he turned 
away. 
In three minutes. Gleason had the 
horse following him like a dog. Gleason 
succeeded in completely subduing three 
vicious animals, among them a brother of 
the famous trotter Clingstone, who one 
week ago chewed and kicked his keeper to 
death, and a short tim e before chewed an­ 
other m an’s hand off. H e was brought 
here from Montreal Sunday. I 11 one m in­ 
ute, by the use of the whip and the pistol— 
the latter tired to frighten the anim al— 
Gleason was able to approach and caress 
him. 
H aggln’s Stable. 
New Y ork, April 20th.—The Hail ami 
Express say s: Those who remember the 
victories of Haggin’s stable last spring and 
the m anner in w hich the great colt Tyrant 
mowed down all competitors in the Bel­ 
mont and W ithers stakes, will be interested 
in knowing that the Ilaggin thoroughbreds 
have carried everything before them in the 
I’acific coast races, and are now journeying 
towards Louisville for honors new.

except Ban Fox. The news sent from the 
Pacific coast about him may be designed to 
effect tlie betting m arket. 
T h e C h in ese E m b a ssy . 
Chicago, April 20th.—The Chinese Min­ 
ister and suite arrived this morning, and 
will stop until to-morrow 
The Minister's 
interpreter says concerning their reception 
in $an I'rancisco : “ Collector Hager was in 
the Palace Hotel when we arrived, so Sur­ 
veyin' Tinnin came on board and said that 
with the instructions from Collector Hager 
the credentials m ust be examined before 
bis Excellency could be allowed to land. 
The reply from the Minister was: 
‘Our 
credentiils are from the Emperor to the 
President of the United Statee. and not to 
the Collector. 
If the Collector wants to 
see them I prefer to telegraph to Secretary 
Bayard and remain 
011 board two days 
rather than show them to him .’ 
Upon 
which Mr. Tinnin said lie would land us 
011 his own responsibility. Meantime we 
were delayed an hour and three-quarters. 
So Mr. Hager has either disobeyed the 
orders he received from W ashington or 
he has taken upon him self to ignore the 
Embassador as a representative of China. 
On Friday evening Collector Hager having 
received (that's what he told me) orders 
from W ashington to explain his conduct, 
came to call on the M inister and said that 
it was not intentional on his part to hurt 
the feelings of the Minister. H e said it 
was a mistake. 
Hager, all the same, meant 
to delay us to please a certain class 
of people in California. 
W ith regard to 
the Chinese who have been killed at Rock 
Springs and other places, their families 
are very indignant about it. but 
the 
Government at large and the Viceroy are 
doing all they can to cause this feeling 
to subside, and I don’t think anything 
will happen to American citizens in China, 
except in some cases the low class of 
Chinese might do something, as the low 
class of Americans have done in this coun­ 
try. Of course this is unexpected. To re­ 
fer again to the Hager affair : Our Minister 
told Mr. Hager that he was very much stir- 
prised at his reception ; tiiat he had come 
to strengthen the relations between the two 
countries, and not to weaken them .” 
C harles C roeker S eriously Injured. 
N ew Y ork. April 21st—a. 
m.—Charles 
Crocker, the California railroad king, met 
with a serious accident yesterday. H e is 
extremely fond of driving, and yesterday 
afternoon he started out with it pair of 
fast 
steppers 
hitched 
to 
a 
small 
side-bar road 
wagon. 
On 
the drive 
back his team was followed by Matthew 
Riley 
and 
D, 
0 . 
Mills, 'the latter 
being out with his son Ogden. About 4:20 
o’clock Crocker’s team was in St. Nicholas 
avenue, between One Hundred and Twen 
ty-fourth and One H undred and Twenty- 
third streets. 
Here the car tracks that 
ruu out 
Manhattan street 
to 
North 
river turn 
into St. Nicholas 
avenue, 
which takes a bend to the southeast. 
Mr. Crocker was driving pretty fast, and it 
is supposed that in attem pting to cross the 
high car track one of the wheels was 
swerved suddenly, throwing the driver 
oil his balance and jerking the reins 
out of his hands. At any rate, though 
the wagon did not upset, Crocker was seen 
to sway suddenly to the right and fail out 
of the vehicle to the ground. 
It happened 
that Dr. Edward Ayrne, one of the sur­ 
geons of the M anhattan Hospital, had been 
transferring a patient to the Bellevue Hos­ 
pital, and was returning in an ambulance. 
The ambulance was not six feet away 
from Crocker's wagon, 
when the fail 
occurred. 
Dr. Ayme had seen tlie lines 
jerked from Crocker’s hands, and in a m o­ 
ment after had leaped to the ground. The 
doctor found that Crocker had received a 
severe contusion of tlie head, hands and 
right side, and of course suffered from the 
shock. A hypodermic injection of mor­ 
phine was administered and the hurts 
then were quickly bandaged. 
Mr. Crocker was then removed to Man­ 
hattan Hospital, and every comfort and 
care possible was bestowed on the patient. 
Miss Crocker and Charles Ciocker, Jr., a 
nephew, 
when 
informed 
by 
Ogden 
Mills of the accident, went at once to 
the hospital. Mrs. Crocker was subsequent­ 
ly brought over, and she and her daughter 
decided to rem ain all night at the hospital. 
Dr. Radenstem said last evening: 
” I 
do not apprehend any serious results, and 
I think the patient will be able to be re­ 
moved to his home in a few days. 
He is 
suffering, of course, a good deal of pain 
from his bruises, and has not yet recovered 
from the shock of the fall. There arc no 
signs of internal injuries, however.”

INSUFFERABLE IMPUDENCE. 


The hardihood of the new Chinese M in­ 
ister, in brazening out a lie, is only par­ 
alleled bv the eagerness with which the 
L istern press snap at any grain of oppor­ 
tunity to misrepresent and insult the 
people of California. The m atter of the 
reception of the Chinese M inister at San 
Francisco has been distorted by the pro- 
Chinese people out of all semblance of 
truth, and is made to do duty to an un­ 
manly and ungenerous spirit. 
I'o-dav’s dispatches detail from the lips 
of the spokesman of the embassy state­ 
ments that demand a plain re-recital of the 
actual facts. 
Fortunately these facts arc 
so clear as to bo incontrovertible, and Col­ 
lector linger has, over his official signa­ 
ture, put them on record with such sttb- 
stantiatorv testimony as to place them 
beyond and above dispute. 
In the light 
of these tacts, it is submitted to any can_ 
did and fair intelligence, no m atter what 
ideas it may entertain concerning Chinese 
immigration or restriction, or the rights 
or wrongs of Chinese in the United States, 
that great injustice is done the customs 
officials. 
The Act of Congress known as the Re­ 
striction Act was passed in conformity 
with the treaty with China, and is known 
to the Chinese Government and consented 
to by it, in so far that it has not protested 
against nor expressed dissatisfaction with 
it. 
The Act provides that Ministers and 
Embassadors from China shall be admitted 
to ports of the United States on presenta­ 
tion of their credentials, which shall he 
accepted ,n lien of the certificate of a«right 
to fanii, required by the Act. 
1 he Secretary of the Treasury sent to 
the Collector of the Port at San Francisco 
orders that, on the arrival of the new Min­ 
ister, expected at some early date, the 
baggage and personal effects of the Min­ 
ister 
and 
party 
should 
be 
passed 
without the 
usual 
customs inspection. 
T hat order contained no word of reference 
to the admission of the M inister and his 
suite. 
It left all th at lo the formulae of 
the law. 
A steamship arrived having on 
board a number of Chinese. 
Some of these 
claimed to be officials of the Empire in 
the suite of another, who claimed to be a 
certified Minister of China to the U nited 
States < iovernment. 
The Surveyor of the 
Port, having no evidence whatever other 
than the viva voce statem ent of |iersous 
laying the claim, did as he was by law 
hound to do, and asked for the credentials 
of ident ification. 
Those were refused lo 
huu on the ground th at they were ad­ 
dressed to the President of the U nited 
States, and must not he exposed until 
W ashington was reached. 
The subordi­ 
nate officer communicated with his su­ 
perior, the Collector, and after a necessary 
delay of from half to three-quarters of an 
hour, the party was landed in violation of 
th e law, an.l upon no other evidence of 
right to land than the word of the inter­ 
preter of the party and the passenger list 
of the ship. 
Tills fact of the call for cre­ 
dentials, refusai to produce them, and the 
lending without any evidence of official 
character being shown, is adm itted in just 
s i raanv words bv the interpreter in the 
dispatches ¡rom Chicago this morning. 
This ;s the whole story in a nut shell. 
Yet this Chinese official states to the East­ 
ern press th at the San Francisco Collector 
purposely delayed the party in order to 
jilease “ a certain class of people in Cali­ 
fornia. ' 
Th s understrapper thus assumes 
to impugn the motives of a man a hundred 
fold his superior in intelligence and all 
that goes to make a man ; an accomplished 
ju r is t: a citizen of unblemished reputation, 
a gentleman bv instinct and education, 
an 
ex-United 
States- Senator, and an 
official who has discharged the 
many 
trusts imposed ujwn him by the State and 
nation during a third of a century with 
honor to the people and himself. 
It is 
unblushing impudence 
aud 
Mongolian 
cheek such as M. Hue describes in his 
admirable work on China, as surpassing all 
other effrontery and meanness. 
Upon 
the test of 
this Chinese interpreter’s 
fable, we may expect the Eastern pro­ 
f hiñese prcai to fatten and vomit it« bile 
upon this people. 
There are hot heads, 
malcontents and extremists here, as there 
are the lawless, the riotous and the dan­ 
gerous classes at the East, but that Col­ 
lector Hager 
delayed the Embassy to 
please the prejudice of any one, no sane 
man in this State for an instant believes. 
A San Francisco weekly journal has 
gone so 'ar as to say that the Customs of­ 
ficers should have known and admitted 
th e M inister by reason of the peacock 
feather of his rank which he wore, and 
his associates by the M audarin buttons of 
th eir skull-caps. 
The absurdity of such 
an excuse for the impudent refusal of the 
M inister to identify himself according to 
th e laws of the land to which he is ac­ 
credited,m ust be apjiare.it even to dullards. 
T h a t paper forge-s. if it ever knew, that 
no M inister or Emliassador from this coun­ 
try to China, to France, to Italy, to Rus­ 
sia or to Germany, has ever passed through 


a port of entry without exhibiting to the 
Customs or jsílice officials his passjiorts or 
credentials, nor even had the assurance 
to attem pt it. 
No Customs officials of any 
Government of Asia or Europe accepts the 
simple word of whomsoever presents that 
he is an envoy from any other power. 
John Russell Young, John F. Swift, Mr. 
Angelí, Mr. Seward, and all others who 
have gone out for us to China, have jire- 
scnted their credentials at the gates of 
every city of the Empire they sought to 
enter. 
Indeed, one of our 
Ministers, 
whose pajiers were among delayed baggage 
thirty miles to the rear, had the gates of 
Pekin rudely slammed in his face, and was 
refused admission until he could produce 
documentary evidence of his official char­ 
acter. 
T liis tempest in a teapot promises to 
take on importance not deserved. The 
Chinese authorities knew perfectly well 
that jieacock feathers and red buttons are 
not credentials or passports; they knew 
that a certificate was needed, since they 
have heretofore issued and peddled them 
for coin ; they deliberately and premedi­ 
ta led iv scut out the new M inister without 
entry credentials, for the express purpose 
of creating trouble. T heir wanton neglect, 
the impudent refusal uf the M inister to 
identify himself and his score of servants, 
all justify the inference that it was a pre­ 
meditated insult. 
If there is any apology 
to he made it is due from China to the 
U nited States. 
In the meantime, and since Collector 
Ilagcr has violated the law and is in for a 
lainb, let him be in for a sheep, and from 
now on adm it every Chinaman who “sticks 
a feather in his hat and calls it maca­ 
roni,” or who mounts a top-knot button 
and claims to he a representative of His 
Celestial Highness, the Emperor of China. 
It would be the legitimate sequence of the 
policy th at the Eastern sentimentalists in­ 
sist upon, relieve the port officials of San 
Francisco of a great deal of bother in iden­ 
tifying Chinese, and speedily bring the 
question to a head, w hether the laws the 
people enact to protect themselves against 
an invasion by Mongolians, and the conse­ 
quent degradation of our civilization, are 
to be enforced or not.

tive Committee on the 27th inst. Meanwhile, if 
Sacram ento is in need of im m ediate action, it is 
certainly in the province of your association

doubt nut the Executive Committee would

which Sacram ento would indorse. The care 
and responsibility of issuing certificates would 
be a serious burden upon us, and yet the neces­ 
sity seems to w arrant the experim ent, if details 
can be arranged. The State Executive Com­ 
m ittee will be convened for the express purpose 
of settling this aud other questions of like im ­ 
port. Senator Itoutier has been suggested as a 
m em ber of the State Executive Committee, vice

T he com m unication 
was tem porarily 
laid upon th e table, ow ing to the fact th at 
th e recent construction placed upon Sec­ 
tion 3 of the definition of boycott by the 
State Executive Com m ittee rem oved the 
objections m ade by Mr. l>ray, and as be 
was n ot present it was considered advisable 
to consult liim before taking definite action. 
A nother com m unication from Mr. Mc- 
G lashan, asking th e num ber o f Chinese in 
the county, the industries they were en­ 
gaged in, the num ber of unem ployed w hite 
laborers in the county, etc., was read, and, 
by m otion, referred to the C om m ittee on 
A gricultural Labor. 
T he C hairm an state 1 th at the first thing 
in order would be tiie discussion o f the 
m otion, m ade at the last m eeting, that the 
Executive Com m ittee adjourn sine die. 
J. 1). Jost said there was an unusually 
large num ber present, but w hether they 
cam e to resurrect or bury the organization 
lie was unable to say. 
H e was satisfied 
th at a m ajority of the com m ittee were so 
situated that they could not act as they 
should in the premises, for to do so would 
injure them pecuniarily. 
H e disliked to see 
it go out of existence, on account of the few 
loyal m em bers who had tried to uphold it. 
M any, he claim ed, had sim ply got in so as 
to be able to prevent the accom plishm ent 
of the object of the organization. 
M any 
m en were in sym pathy w ith a radical 
m ovem ent, but their business 
forbade. 
E ight-tenths of tlxe business m en of the 
city were opposed to an y radical m ethod to 
get rid of the Chinese. 
H e believed th at 
the m ovem ent could never be carried out 
except by the poor m en w ho have nothing 
to lose. 
H e did not th in k the tim e had a r­ 
rived to use the third clause of the boycott 
definition. H e said it was no use to expect 
any aid from Congress. 
T he m en tjh o 
were denounced as spotters were poor men 
w ho were giving their tim e to the work. 
One m an had said he would shoot an y man 
he caught spotting around his hop rauch. 
T he speaker said lie had but little of this 
w orld's goods, but he was w illing to lose it 
if it was necessary to do so in order to rid 
the State of the Chinese. 
Senator Pom tier said he was astonished, 
astounded and at a ioss to know the object 
of the resolution. 
H e th o u g h t they iiad 
organized a club for the purpose o f ridding 
this section of the Chinese, and to give up 
at this tim e in this m an n er would be a 
lasting disgrace. 
W e know of lots of hon­ 
est m en who are w illing an d anxious to 
w ork at any honest toil for alm ost any 
price, 
lie had found to his sorrow th at a 
m ajority of th e so-called “ best citizens 
com m ittee" were pro-Chinese. 
T his is a 
sham e and an outrage. 
Old m en and 
and young m en, m arried and single, old 
wom en a ;J young wom en, wives and u n ­ 
m arried are crying for work, and are try ­ 
ing to hold up the arm s o f the boycott and 
for th at and th at alone they are called 
Socialists. 
Because 
a 
m an w ants 
to 
labor 
to 
keep 
his 
fam ily 
from 
starving, 
and 
dem ands 
the place oc­ 
cupied by the C hinam an 
he 
is called 
a .Socialist. 
If th at is socialism he was one 
of them . 
If the “ Com m ittee of Best Citi­ 
zens ” insisted upon resigning, let them do 
so—he was w ith the laborers. They tell us 
the fruit cannot be picked except by C hina­ 
m an. It is a lie. They say the lions cannot 
be gathered except by Chinese labor—that 
also is a lie. 
They will pick the fruit and 
the hops, not on account of their superior 
skill, b ut because they do it for 80 cent or 
$1 a day. 
A w hite m an expects m ore 
than that, and expects to be treated as 
he 
should 
be—like 
a 
h um an 
being. 
The rich 
are 
not 
alw ays rich, 
nor 
th e 
poor 
forever poverty-stricken. 
H e 
rem em bered 
w hen 
he fed hogs for a 
liv in g ; to-day he was a State Senator, 
and he did no t know as he should be 
asham ed of either. 
H e certainly was not 
asham ed of honest labor, how ever hum ble. 
W hite girls, plenty of them , could be ob­ 
tained as house servants at $15 per m o n th — 
certainly no gentlem an would ask them to 
labor for less. 
D on't talk about patience 
or p utting tilings off for eight or ten years. 
T hat m eans p u ttin g it off for tw enty years, 
it m eans subm ission. 
T he day is com ­ 
ing w hen the laboring class will be on to p ;, 
it is 
alm ost 
here. 
Labor and capital 
should go hand in hand, act in sym pathy 
and accord. 
“ No Jay Gould for me. 
He 
is dow n now, and be will stay dow n for­ 
ever. 
No best citizen for m e. 
I am for 
th e poor laborer, and shall stand for his 
rights and their m aintenance." 
Judge Gallow ay said the m otion was 
m ade last evening on account »f the third 
proposition in the boycott, and as th at had 
bet n w ithdraw n he saw no occasion for 
further discussion. 
A. S. H opkins defended the com m ittee, 
and replied at length to the strictures m ade 
by .Senator Koutier. 
H e said the Senator 
should he the last m an to find fault, as he 
had never taken enough interest in the 
m ovem ent to attend the m eetings. The 
organization h a d d o n ea n im m ense am ount 
o f good. 
They were the first in the field, 
called th e State organization, and did m ore 
th an any other tow ard securing a State or­ 
ganization 
They 
had 
established 
a 
labor 
bureau, 
secured 
em ploym ent 
for 
a 
large 
num ber 
o f 
m en 
and 
wom en, 
boys an d girls, 
and secured 
the displacem ent of a large num ber of Chi­ 
nese. 
H e briefly referred to the assault 
m ade upon him self and other m em bers of 
the com m ittee by the Buycotter, saying they 
were untrue, unw arranted, uncalled for, 
and had a tendency to undo m uch good 
work th at had already been accom plished. 
Jost said th at eight-tenths of the women 
in Sacram ento were pro-Chin«se. 
If they 
were patriotic, loyal aud true, thev would 
do their own work and set the Chinese 
house servants adrift. 
T he lioycolter, in his 
judgm ent, was doing a grand and noble 
work. 
The m en denom inated as spotters 
and abused for their w ork were honest 
toilers, zealous in th e cause. 
It takes a 
brave m an even in tim e o f w ar to m ake a 
spy. but we all recognize th eir indispensi- 
bility to a successful cam paign. 
W e have 
to w ork up a sentim ent and m ake the 
patronage aud em ploym ent of Chinese u n ­ 
popular. 
If this com m ittee is not in favor 
of doing this, then it were better for 
them to adjourn sine die, step dow n and 
out, and leave th eir unfinished work to 
others who will dare and do. 
H . W einstock said if there was nothing 
that could be done w ithin the law, then he 
oertainly w ould favor the m otion. 
If we 
can proceed and do any good, we should 
certainly do so. 
H e claim ed th at m nch of 
•the good that had been accom plished by 
the organization had been counteracted by 
other m en, honest enough in th eir purpose, 
but who were overzealous in th eir anxiety 
to accom plish too m uch in too short a 
tim e. 
T he 
A m erican 
people 
can be 
led 
b ut 
not 
driven. 
They 
can 
be 
persuaded to do m ost everything, but 
forced to do nothing. 
H ejdoubted if the 
looycott could be m ade a success. H e be­ 
lieved m oral suasion w ould accom plish 
m ore. 
H e believed it to ' be the d utv of 
every good citjzen to dissaade his neighbors 
from em ploying Chinese. 
H e did not be­ 
lieve in forcé or threats, and if the com m it­ 
tee could accom plish nothing except by 
adopting a policy of th at kind, he believed 
they had better adopt th e m otion. 
L. 8. Taylor said b e th o u g h t all th e dis­ 
cussion o at of order. 
T he A ssociation was 
a body of several hundred citizens. 
If the 
Executive C om m ittee was dissatisfied let 
the m em bers resign; th eir places could 
be easily filled. 
R. M. Clarken indorsed the remarks of 
Messrs. W einstock and Hopkins, and bore 
down rather heavily upon Senator Routier 


for finding so m uch fault w ith a com m ittee 
o f w hich he was a m em ber, and th e m eet­ 
ings of w inch he so seldom favored with 
his presence. 
H e found som e fault w ith 
the com m ittee's report, and advocated more 
energetic w ork. 
T he m otion should be 
voted dow n. 
T he anti-C hinese m ovem ent 
was a sm all ball in the beginning; it is 
rolling and growing, and soon will fall 
upon the coolies like a m ighty avalanche. 
W illiam Boyne was in favor o f the m o ­ 
tion. 
H e said the people of the State, 
ow ing to the way the boycott was advo­ 
cated, w ere opposed to ii. 
T his com m ittee 
could have carried out a successful boycott 
in tliis^city if let alone. 
H e predicted th at 
the t hiñese w ould rem ain, and th at vears 
hence there w ould be a w at of races, w hen 
th e stars and stripes w ould be unon one 
side an d the banners of Asia upon the 
other.

Grove L. Johnson said he w ould vote 
against th e m otion if it would be voted. T his 
was nothing m ore than foolish boy’s play 
to talk ot adjourning. 
T he only trouble 
seem ed to be th at th e com m ittee had done 
too m nch. 
T hey had done m ore than all 
the other anti-C hinese clubs in the State, 
hence th e tauit finding and opposition 
It 
is the only anti-C hinese club in th e State 
that lias done anything. 
H e took, the Sec­ 
retary s report and read from it a score of 
things th at had been accom plished, and 
show ed th at it was the only club iu the 
ktate 
th a t was 
m aterially aiding the

C om m ittee 
in 
their 
w ork. 
H e believed in getting rid of 
the 
( hiñese. 
T he 
club 
believed 
in 
the sam e thing, and had w orked to th at 
end. 
lié tried to do his duty, and had 
alw avs plainly stated his position upon the 
question. 
It was too radical for m any, and 
lie had been censured and lost business for 
expressing such strong views. 
T hey were 
his sentim ents, honestly expressed. H e was 
of th e sam e opinion now. H ad nothing to 
take hack, 
H e was in favor of using 
peaceable m easures first. 
Tito tim e th at 
Mr. Boyne speaks of will come, if it ever 
does, alter we are dead, and we will care 
but little then who docs the fighting. 
In 
. ng of the spotter, he denounced him 
as a m iserable, nasty, m ean, low, contem pt- 
able m an, th a t ought to 
be kicked on 
every otvu 
,i. 
The Boycutlcr abused men 
and held them up to ridicule, the strings of 
whose shoes no m an who edits o r is con­ 
nected w ith it is tit to untie. 
No one in d i­ 
vidual has a right to m ake threats. 
W hen 
it is a unanim ous voice of the people, then 
it assum es a different aspect. 
T heir fool­ 
ish. silly and sim ple efforts have m ade a 
l a u g h i n » c k of the people w ho arc zeal­ 
ously w orking in the cause, and 
have 
created sym pathy for the Chinese. 
A m an 
who goes 
about 
the 
streets insulting 
women m erits the contem pt o f all decent 
people. 
If they cam e around his house 
asking his wife w here she had her linen 
laundried, he would break th eir heads aud 
if he could not do that lie w ould feel justified 
in taking a shot at them . 
T he idea of a 
m ere handful of m en organizing a boycott 
in such a m anner is silly and absurd.

Mr. Jost was a m em ber of two organiza­ 
tions, one th e opposite of, the other—he 
was straddling the fei.ee, ami of course it 
m ade him sour and a great fault-finder. 
T he m otion was lost bv a vote of 3 to 15

sought to learn of the private a flairs of people 
other than themselves, and have, as it is cur­ 
rently rej>orted, used language easily construed, 
if not directly intended, as intim idation and 
threats. 
T hird—T hat we disapprove of the m anner in 
which the newspaper called The Boycotter has 
been conducted, and announce to tlie people 
that this .Association has never in any m anner 
been responsible for the publication or m anage­ 
m ent of sii id newspaper. 
Fourth—That inasmuch as we arc informed 
and believe that the business of selling fish aud 
vegetables, the saloon business, and the cigar 
business can be easily conducted w ithout the 
aid oí Chinese, and that sufficient time has 
elapsed since 
the 
com m encem ent of the 
anti-Chinese agitation to perm it all persons en­ 
gaged in such lines of business to discharge 
their Chinese help, and dispose of their Chinese

A C>ood C a p tu r e . 
A day or two ago Chief Dill man was no­ 
tified from the Union Iron W orks that two 
m en had brought half a dozen new steel 
drills tliqre, three of which were to be 
lengthened, and all of them tempered espe­ 
cially hard, 
lie took the necessary steps 
to ascertain the identity of the parties, and 
had them well looked after Monday night, 
after they had called for and obtained the 
<3riils. which had received the work asked 
for. 
Yesterday morning the men were at 
the depot, and had obtained tickets by the 
San Francisco second-class train, when 
Chief Dillman and officers Farrell, Coffey 
and Woods arrested them. They had the 
drills in ¡heir possession, accompanied bv 
a sm all tin funnel, to be used in inserting 
powder in 
the locks of safes. 
They 
gave _ their names as George Inglehardt 
and Edward Cummings. The former stated 
that he was a carpenter, and Cummings 
claimed to be a printer. They are about 25 
or 26 years of age. and of very respectable 
appearance. They had been here but a few 
days, virtually admitted that the tools were 
to be used for burglarious purposes, but 
stated that they did not propose to operate 
here, but intended going south. 
Later in 
th e day iliey talked quite freely of what 
could be done, and one of them claimed 
that he could break into any safe in ten 
m inutes. 
It is thought that they may be 
th e burglars who a tew days ago lost their 
toois at Martinez. 
As Chief Dillman had 
inform ation that two such men had been 
operating at Oakland, he telegraphed to 
Captain i bomas of that place, who yester­ 
day sent up photographs and descriptions 
of two men named Dellacourt and O'Don­ 
nell, who recently were arrested there for 
playing the “ change racket,” and the 
pictures proved to be those of the two men 
under arrest. A charge of having burglars’ 
tools :r> their possession will be entered 
against them , and their photographs will 
be sent to the principal cities to ascertain if 
they are “ w anted” anywhere. 


S u d d e n H e a th . 
About 10 a. m. yesterday G. DeMartini, 
proprietor of a fruit store at No. 804 K 
street, requested Conrad Hacker to remain 
in bis place in the store, saying that he 
wanted to lie down for a couple of hours. 
At noon H acker went to his room and 
called him , but could not get an answer. 
H e called another man to help him, they 
got the door open. and found him dead in 
bed, with most of his clothing on. Justice 
H enley, acting as Coroner, held an inquest 
in the case last evening. 
Dr. G. A. W hite, 
w ho liad meanwhile held a post mortem 
exam ination, certified that death resulied 
from congestion of the brain, induced by 
chronic alcoholism. The jury found a ver­ 
dict accordingly. 
Deceased was a native of 
Germany. 30 years of age. 
Justice Henley also held an inquest last 
evening upon the body of W illiam D. Fick- 
ett, who died suddenly about noon yester­ 
day at the house of Johanna Hiegel, on 
Second street, between 1 and J. It ap­ 
peared fr m the evidence that he called 
there at 10:30 a. m , to see about doing some 
work upon Mrs. Hiegel’s lot in the ceme­ 
tery. 
During their conversation be com­ 
plained of having had a cold, but stated 
that he had about got over it. W hile sit­ 
ting upon a lounge he suddenly fell over. 
She thought lee had fainted, and rubbed his 
head with some linim ent, and then, as he 
did not improve, cal led assistance and went 
for a physician, but Fickett died just as the 
doctor arrived. 
H e was a native of Maine, 
aged 7- years and 5 m onths, and was for 
m any years a resident of W ashington,Yolo 
county. 
A post mortem examination made 
by Dr. W hite showed that death resulted 
from atheromatous disease of the heart. 


K ailroad M ee tin g . 
A meeting of the Sacramento Board of 
Trade was held yesterday afternoon to con­ 
sider the proposition of building a railroad 
between some point on the Northern Bail- 
wav and Lake county. 
Mr. Steffens pre­

taken to secure tariff reform , will doubtless 
ha*e som e effect upon the fate of the m eas­ 
ure. 
Representative McAdoo, of New Je r­ 
sey, a w arm and close friend of Randall, in 
talk in g to -d ay as to w hether the President 
hail m ade any progress in securing converts 
for the bill, said tlm t the situation was still 
in a nebulous condition, but perhaps a 
P ostm aster or so throw n in the balance 
m ight have additional weight. 
“ lía s he changed his policy in regard 
to listening to advice from other people ?" 
“ It seems so. 
I advised him to tak e 
advice from Congressmen, because they 
were sent here to represent the people, and 
were better prepared to understand the 
w ants of certain localities.
